Nantucket Chief steaming toward 
Palma, insurgent base in the west- 
ern Mediterranean, accompanied 
by two insurgent gunboats. 


The destroyer said the tanker 


was flying the American flag and 
carried an American crew. It was 
reliably reported that the vessel, 
loaded with Russian oil consigned 
to the Spanish government, had 
been seized off Barcelona. 
The American embassy in Paris 


forwarded details to Rear Admiral 
Henry E. Lackey, commanding 
U. S. naval forces in European 
waters, and to Washington.

Corporation Asks Leave of 


Federal Court to Submit 


Proposition. 


Preliminary steps were taken in 


federal court Thursday by Woods 
Bros, corporation for reorganiza- 
tion of the company. These took 
the form of a petition filed in con- 
nection with a suit that has been 
pending in that court for nearly 
three years, in which petition 
Judge Munger was asked to order 
suspension of any further proceed- 
ings In connection therewith and 
to enjoin creditors and stockhold- 
ers from instituting, prosecuting or 
maintaining any suits against It 
until it is able to present to the 
court a detailed plan of reorgan- 
ization, which will be within the 
next two months. The company 
also asks that it may be permitted 
to remain in possession and con- 
trol of its property until final or- 
der has been entered. 
"The plan which we propose to 


submit,"- said Mark W. Woods, -in 
a statement to the press, "will re- 
sult in a readjustment of the debts 
owing to. banks and bondholders, 
with a reduction of interest rates 
from 6 to 4 percent, will permit 
their payment over a period of 10 
years, and is designed primarily 
for the protection of the preferred 
stockholders. Woods Bros, corpo- 
ration will -v*ry shortly notify all 
stockholders of the proposed plan, 
and under the law the plan sub- 
mitted will require the approval 
of the interested parties and the 
court. The corporation will con- 
tinue its business as a going con- 
cern, subject to the orders of tha 
court." 


George J. Woods, vice president 


of the company supplemented this 
with the following statement: 


"We are glad that the company 
has made such progress during 
these last few years that a satis- 
factory reorganization can now be 
completed and under what is com- 
monly -Imowii/M-TTB-we teelthat 
this can be speedily brought about. 
"Plans for reorganization have 


been discussed with 
representa- 


tives of our bondholders and bank- 
ers for extensions of payment that 
we feel the company can meet 
without embarrassment. Our con- 
struction company now has over 
$500,000 in cash and over 2% mil- 
lion of unfinished work on its 
books. Our companies have large

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CROPS TO HINGE ON 


PLENTIFUL RAINS 


Heeded Either This Spring or 


Thruout Growing Season, 


Says Anderson. 


The success of Nebraska's farm 
crops this year will hinge on two 
factors—more than usual spring 
moisture or continued rains thru 
the crop growing season—says A. 
K. Anderson, 
state-federal 
crop 
statistician. 
"We are starting; in on a new 
year marked by a deficiency in 
subsoil moisture caused by several 
years of drouth," he said. "Unless 
we get more than usual spring 
moisture, or continued rains thru 
the crop growing season, I'm 
mfraid our chances for crop pro- 
duction this year aren't very 
good." 
Meteorologist Blair said dry con- 
ditions of last year do not presage 
any drouth for this year in the 
state. But good rains beginning in 
the spring and continuing thru 
the crop growing 
season 
are 
needed. 
Nebraska was the "dry spot" on 
the nation's weather map in 1937,' 
a report from the United States 
department of agriculture dis- 
closed. Rainfall in the state last 
year was only 75 percent of nor- 
mal. Other midwestern states suf- 
fered, but not as seriously. Fig- 
ures for other states included: 
Kansas, 78 percent; Montana, 84 
percent; South Dakota and Okla- 
homa, 86 percent each. 


Early Rains Needed. 


Rains last year were insuffi- 
cient in many parts of the mid- 
west to restore seriously depleted 
soil moisture supplies. Next year's 
crops, the report said, with taut 
little reserve moisture to draw 
from, must 
depend largely on 
spring and early summer rains. 
Present dryness does not mean 
dryness next spring, officials said. 
Despite present shortage of re- 
serves, the crops of 1938 may get 
plenty of moisture as the winter 
ends. 
During September, October, No- 
vember and December of last year 
the state's precipitation was only 
65 percent of normal.

The bishop's message besought 
Dean Noe to discontinue the fast 
which has been broken only by 
communion since Jan. 2.

UPSETS OLD TAX CUSTOM 
Legal Department Makes a 


Ruling- on Delinquencies. 
A legal department opinion, in 
course of preparation and directed 
to'Finance,Director Berg and City 
Treasurer Frank Miller who had 
called for it, will upset the old cus- 
tom of declining to permit pay- 
ment of general taxes, real and 
personal, in two equal instalments 
unless the first instalment is paid 
before delinquency. 
Dep. Atty. Miles said that the 
opinion will hold that taxes may 
be paid by the half, if interest is 
included from date of delinquency, 
Dec. 1, to date of payment. In 
other words, delinquency does not 
bar payment in two instalments. 
Mr. Miles said that perhaps eome 
other features will be contained in 
the opinion which he expects to 
deliver Friday. 
The charter provides that if one- 
half is paid before delincraeney 
date, Dec. 1, and the other half 
before June 1 following, no inter- 
est shall be charged. The treas- 
urer always has taken the position 
that if the taxpayer failed to pay 
before date of delinquency the 
privilege of two instalments should 
be denied him. 
Treasurer Miller said the new 
order will be effective as soon as 
the opinion is recewed. The only 
additional work involved, he added, 
will be the issuance of two receipts 
after delinquency in place of one. 
Atty. Miles indicated that the 
privilege shall extend, if the inter- 
est item is paid, up to tax sale. 


HUNDRED SLEEPLESS HOURS 
Five Georgia Students Sub- 


mit to Psychology Tests. 
ATHENS, Ga. UP). Five Uni- 
versity of Georgia students en- 
tered their third 24 hour period 
without sleep—all in the interest 
of psychology. Dr. A. S. Edwards, 
head of the psychology department 
which is conducting a 100 hour 
'no sleep" test to determine the 
effect on mind and body, said only 
the eyes of the subjects have 
shown any noticeable strain so 
far.

President Roosevelt 
Finds 


Change in Congress and 


in Business. 


WASHINGTON. <JP). President 


Roosevelt-completed the first year 
of his second term Thursday, fac- 
ing new problems born of a busi- 
ness recession, but clothed by the 
supreme court with new powers to 
meet them 
Historians may remember the 
year for two reasons: 
1, The industrial decline that 
marked Its final month. 
2. The momentous judicial de- 


velopments in which the president 
suffered his most severe legisla- 
tive defeat but ultimately tri- 
umphed In his demand for broader 
supreme court interpretation of 
the constitution. 
Partly because of the bitterness 


engendered by his court reorgan- 
ization bill, congress moved away 


from the president during the year 
almost as decisively as the su- 
preme court moved toward him. 
The change in the business situ- 
ation was equally marked. A year 
ago, when industry was booming, 
Mr, Roosevelt said in his inaugu- 
ral speech, "our progress out of 
the depression is obvious." 
Then he was pleading with the 
nation not to regard the new found 
prosperity as "the promised land," 
but to "carry-on" toward greater 
progress. 
A balanced budget for 


this fiscal year was indicated. 
Now the president is conferring 
with industrial leaders on ways of 
stopping the recession. He and 
congress are struggling to hold the 
year's federal deficit as close as 
possible to a billion dollars.

To the ancient tribal medicine 
man a akin rash or eruption, even 
scabies (the itch) or that due to 
the irritation and scratching ot 
pediculosi* (body lice) indicated 
evil spirit, devil or some similar 
possession. Gradually the medieval 
concept of pestilence, disease or 
poisonous matter being "thrown 
off" was evolved from the primi- 
tive medicine man'* witchcraft A 
century or two ago the quacks and 
nostrum mongers created a profit- 
able business exploiting popular ig- 
norance and credulity with meth- 
ods of treatment or remedies which 
purported to "purify the blood." 
Today millions of morons still re- 
sort to such "Wood purifwing" 
treatments or remedies when) they 
have any troublesome or unsightly 
skin rash. 
There are many diseases or mor- 
bid conditions in which the blood 
is more or less poisoned or at any 
rate surcharged with products of 
.incomplete or abnormal metabol- 
Usm or combustion or oxidation or 
with foreign matter which is more 
specifically 
poisonous. 
Seldom, 
however. Is there any skin rash 
or eruption evident in these dis- 
eases. Even the disease which, 
vaguely or definitely, comes to 
mind when "blood poisoning" is 
mentioned, that is, syphilis, altho 
accompanied 
with 
a 
moderate 


(often unnoticed) rash in the early 
weeks, is generally not character- 
ized by any apparent skin rash 
after the disease has developed into 
a constitutional disease and the 
blood is undeniably poisoned. 
Unless you choose to regard 
hives or acute dermatitis (ec- 
zema) or other allergic reaction 
as evidence of "bloJU poisoning"— 
which is as nearlyijfrue as the child 
mind can comprehend the nature 
of allergy—it is difficult to find 
a substantial reason for the per- 
sisting fallacy. Nor would it mat- 
ter that the wrong notion clings 
in,the lay mind, were it not for 
the harm it does. 
In the first place the idea of 
poisons being "thrown off" or 
"eliminated" by the skin makes 
the victim more susceptible to the 
blandishments of charlatans who 
are eager to boil, bake or sweat 
Lhe "poison" out of the simple cus- 
tomer by one means or another. 
While the simple customer is un- 
dergoing these freak baths, or 
other diverting ministrations the 
diagnosis and proper treatment of 
his ailment is generally neglected. 
In the next place, the notion that 
skin 
rashes 
or 
eruptions 
or 
"breakings out" are due to impure 
blood or to poison in t>e blood is 
the cause of a good deal of un- 
happiness for young persons who 
happen to have more or less of the 
virtually 
physiological 
acne 
or 
blackheads and pimples of youth. 
The malicious inference 
drawn 


from this is that such innocent 
pimples are somehow an indica- 
tion of immorality, which of course 
is cruelly false. Skin trouble is in 
fact no more an index of char- 
acter than is headache or neuritis,

against real estate. After the levy 
is determined it quickly becomes 
a lien on real estate and the owner 
either pays or later loses the prop- 
erty. 
The heavy end of the cost of 
local government 
falls on the 
shoulders of the owners of homes, 
business buildings 
and vacant 
ground in Lincoln. This dispropor- 
tionate expense is largely unavoid- 
able 
under 
our 19th century 
method of taxation. There is, how- 
ever, one item of local expense 
that is avoidable and that Is the 
expense loaded onto property own- 
ers by virtue of the independent 
schedule of city real estate values. 
It should be the constant aim 
of those in charge of city affairs 
to create better service and to sim- 
plify the processes of government.

ROOSEVELT TO CREATE 


POLICY ADVISORY BODY 


Tells Business Leaders All 


Embracing Group Would 


Guide Government. 


WASHINGTON. UH. President 


Roosevelt told the R^per business 
Advisory council Wednesday he 
planned a new advisory group to 
consult with the administration on 
all matters of federal policies. 


Stephen T. Early, a presidential 


•ecretary. said Mr. Roosevelt told 
the business leaders comprising 
the council he was working with 
other groups who have already 
conferred with him and still others 
to come toward creating simple 
machinery with respect to policies. 


Early said the president advised 


the council members that such 
machinery should 
represent 
all 


elements which enter into legis- 
lative and administrative policy 
both from the point of view of 
geography and of different types 
of interest—big and little business, 
labor, finance, distribution, agri- 
culture, transportation, credit, in- 
vestors and consumers. 
In addition, he modified his 


itand of last week for the aboli- 
tion of all holding companies. Some 
holding companies, he 
asserted, 


have produced a certain amount 
of mass efficiency in operation or 
are otherwise in public interest. 


And, 
commenting upon a request 


by the council .for legislation fix- 
ing the responsibility of labor 
unions, Mr. Roosevelt 
suggested 


that unions should, by common 
consent rather than by law, list 
publicly their receipts and expendi- 
tures. 
W. Averill Harriman, youthful, 


well groomed chairman 
of 
the 


board of the Union Pacific rail- 
road, and chairman of the council, 
acted as spokesman. 
While the 


president scrawled notes on a pad 
of scratch paper, he read the state- 
ment of the council. 
It approved the objective of 


wage hour legislation, but asked 
that a study of the question be 
made before another bill is intro- 
duced. To this Mr. Roosevelt later 
replied with the expression of a 
hope that such a study would not 
preclude action at this session of 
congress. 
It pledged the co-operation of 


the group in working out legis- 
lation for the elimination of harm- 
ful 
business practices; "recog- 


nized" that the "anti-trust laws 
are to 'an extent outmoded," but 
asserted that monopoly and mo- 
nopolistic practices were incom- 
patible with democracy. 
It pledged the council's help in 


working toward the decentraliza- 
tion of industry, 
geographically, 


but "viewed with grave concern 
any general move to outlaw proper 
holding companies." 
It deplored the administration a 


controversy with the public utility 
industry and asked that the in- 
dustry be assured it will not be 
destroyed thru government compe- 
tition. On this point, Mr. Roose- 
velt said the misunderstanding 
affected but 15 percent of the 
industry.

by labor organizations, rather than 
their Incorporation. This should be 
done by the common consent of 
the unions rather than thru legis- 
lation, he indicated. 
Commenting on the council's re- 


marks concerning the flow of pri- 
vate capital -into industry, Mr. 
Roosevelt was reported to have 
said that one thing which the 
bankers and investment bankers 
had failed to do was to establish 
new machinery to enable small in- 
vestors to put their money into 
new enterprises. Otherwise, he ap- 
proved the council's recommenda- 
tions on this subject—which in- 
cluded modification of the undis- 
tributed profits tax and the capital 
gains tax. 
Then, Mr. Roosevelt came to the 


question of the formation of a con- 
tinuing council to giude him in 
adopting policies. He said he and 
others in the government were 
working with the advisory council 
and other groups toward the es- 
tablishment of simple^ machinery.

His attorneys say that in this case 
Lhe court over ruled previous hold- 
ings that a mistake in a written 
instrument can be proved by^ 'oral 
testimony, and that if it is chang- 
ing the rule it ought to specifically 
say so. He says he is not trying 
to prove that an oral agreement 
was made to pay him these as 
they constituted a vested and non- 
forfeitable right, but that in mak- 
ing a settlement of other items due 
him both sides were so intent on 
the work In hand that they forgot 
about the renewals. He says that 
he has been left In a serious situa- 
tion. The trial court excluded evi- 
dence to show that a mistake had 
been made and then held that he 
had not proved the mistake. The 
supreme court, in sustaining the 
trial court, held that the offered 
evidence was properly excluded be- 
cause It varied the terms of a 
written agreement and because

WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


Business and government sat down 
together—not a group of partisans, 
nor a group of antagonists, but 
men liberal and progressive in 
spirit, some of them ardent sup- 
porters of President Roosevelt— 
and Thursday it may be truthfully 
said that a real contact has been 
made between the economic and 
the political viewpoints, as repre- 
sented by the Roper council and 
the administration. 


For the last three years, the 


council, originally formed as an 
advisory group for the secretary 
of commerce, has been quietly sub- 
mitting reports on current prob- 
lems after exhaustive study and 
earnest discussion. 
These reports 


have, with one exception, never 
been made public. They constitute 
a remarkable serial story of the 
efforts of business to give govern- 
ment constructive suggestions. 


Among'business men generally, 


it has often been said that the 
Roper council was too friendly to 
the administration 
and did not 


stand up for business as it should. 
This is an inaccurate character- 
nation and Is due to the fact that 
the council consistently acceded to 
the 
administration's request 
to 


avoid publicity and work behind 
the scenes. 


Present* Forceful Fact*. 


The Roper council presented in- 


telligently and forcefully the facts 
about the recession. A record of 
the work of the Roper council will 


' reveal that It has discussed 
or 


nade reports on every subject of 
prime importance from taxation 
to public utilities, from industrial 
.planning to unemployment insur- 
/ance 
and social security, 
from 


problems of wages and hours to 
collective bargaining. 


The details of these, written re- 


" ports of the past and the subject 


matter of the Wednesday 
con- 


ference cannot be significant un- 
less acted upon by the president 
and congress. 
But business has 


access 
to government, and tne 


Wednesday 
conference 
demon- 


strated how constructive the com- 


1 ing together of economic minded 


and political minded personalities 
can work toward the development 
of a better feeling of public con- 
fidence as to the economic future. 


The president himself had paved 


the way for the meeting by clar- 
ifying in advance some of "•" 
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ON wow- 


the 


points which had troubled business 
men 
over the week end. 
Mr. 


Roosevelt, for instance, 
revealed 


to the press that he had no hard 
and last definition of a "holding 
company" in his mind when he 
pronounced the edict that 
all 


holding companies" were super- 
fluous. 
It appears that the pres- 


ident was thinking of holding com- 
panies organized for some evil 
purpose of concentrated 
control 


and that he did not mean to attack 
holding companies which perform 
a legitimate service to the eco- 
nomic welfare of the country. 
Offhand Comments Not Important 


Again, it was a sort of admis- 


sion that offhand 
comments in 


press confei-ences by the president 
are not to be taken always as in- 
dicative of future trends in public 
policy, at least when the discus- 
sion is informal and no formal 
announcement of legislative policy 
has preceded. 


The important fact now to be 


ascertained 
is what 
effect 
the 


things told the president by the 
Roper council will have upon him. 


Mr. Roosevelt has the oppor- 


tunity to inculcate a real feeling 
of confidence by working with the 
Roper council. Such a group, con- 
fined to the more or less obscure 
precincts of the department of 
commerce, cannot produce much 
public confidence. 
But the rec- 


ommendations of such a group, if 
accepted and acted upon by the 
president can mean much toward 
the 
ending (it the very serious 


business recession. 


If the Roper council were to 


meet with the president himself 
at least once every four or five 
weeks, and if its committees and 
subcommittees wi-rc to be given 
K friendly hearing by leaders in 
congress—also 
without 
publicity 


or public debate—much might be 
accomplished toward that better 
understanding 
between 
govern- 


ment and business which 'most

It's Unwise to Avoid 


Activities Outdoors 
During Cold Months 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D. 
United States senator from New York 


Former Commissioner of Health, 
New York City 


ALL ARE agreed Uiat, in one 


form or another, exercise Is a bene- 
fit to the human body During the 
summer months it is customary for 
most of us to indulge in daily ex- 
ercise. It is a pity to neglect this 
needed tonic during the winter 
months 
To be so neglectful n a bad Habit 


which too many of us living in cold 
climates have acquired 
During 


the winter the fireside tempts us, 
»nd weather conditions may be far 
from ideal for exercise The seden- 
tary habits of winter sometimes 
lead to physical stagnation, with 
lowering of the general resistance 


If most of us kept up with a cer- 
tain amount of exercise during the 
winter months, it is probable that 
better health would result 
Colds, 


coughs and upper respiratory infec- 
tions, so prevalent at this time of 
the year, would be less frequent 
Many of the health pitfalls of win- 
ter would be avoided 
Excessive exercise is not good 


and should not be practiced at any 
time of year. But I desire to press 
the point that It is unwise to slump 
into sedentary existence merely be- 
cause the temperature has dropped 
and it is more comfortable to stay 
at home. 


Us« Gymnasium 


For those who are physically fit 


and in good health, but unwilling 
to exercise out-of-doors, I strongly 
recommend the use of the gymna- 
sium 
Even if you are below pai 


in the beginning, you will 
b« 


amazed at the Improvement in youi 
general health and well being if you 
periodically resort to this method 
of getting exercise. Of course, it is 
important to avoid strenuous form; 
of physical exertion unless or untl 
you are accustomed to it 
Bear in mind that any exercise 
that leaves you in a weakened and 
fatigued condition is harmful 
No 


benefit can possibly be derived from 
such performances 
Indeed, for 
certain individuals, it may be posi- 
tively dangerous 
As I have said many times, walk- 


Ing is & form of exercise within the 
reach of everyone and beneficial for 
the young and the aged 
It need 


not lead to undue fatigue or pro 
duce dangerous bodily strain Even 
in cold weather it is beneficial and 
should be Indulged in every day 
Whenever possible, walk instead o 
riding
